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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 



1 . The reply filed on 6/27/02 Is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following matter(s): 

Newly submitted and/or amended claims 1-8, 14-14, 28 and 43-49 in the above 
reply are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention 
originally claimed for the following reasons: the invention originally claimed in these 
claims are readable on Applicant's elected species of Fig. 1 , which has a flat Schottky 
barrier junction with no means for reducing the amount of the reverse leakage current; 
while the newly submitted and/or amended claims are all unreadable on the elected 
species of Fig. 1 as they recite the limitation of a means for reducing the amount of the 
reverse leakage current, which requires a trenched and a non-flat Schottky barrier 
junction according to the specification and the nonelected species of Figs. 4 and/or 5. 

As applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally elected 
invention, the amendment in the above reply is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
